Amendment I thought ſufficient Attonement, and ſuch 
an Engagement I looked on as Performance. I now ſaid, 

I have Peace-offerings with nie; this Day have I paid ny 
Vows. 2.1 at this Time found frequently an unuſual 
Sweetneſs in hearing the Word; elpecially in hearing 
Mr. Forreſter lecture on Acts 13: 43. on the Sabbath- 
night. Here as I received ſometimes the moſt piercing 
: Convictions, fo I received Taſtes of the good Word of 
God, and the Powers of the World to come. Thus like the

The LORD quickly let 

me {ce my Miſtake ; for, 1. The imaginary Peace that 

I had by making this Covenant, was quickly loft by 

breaking it. Corruption retaining ſtill its Power, its 

Locks not being yet cut, when ever a Temptation of- 

fered 3 like Smmpſon upon a Cry of the Philitines being 
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on him, it broke all thoſe Ties, with which 1 foolithly, 


like his deceived Miſtreſs, thought it bound: Like the 
Children of Jrael at Sinai, I engaged fairly, and here- 
in thought all right; but when I came to ' Kibrothe 
hattazuah, which was the next Station in their Wa 
through the Wilderneſs, and a Temptation fell in my 
Way, I felt a Murmuring, lothing the Manna, and 
luſting after Fleſh, and this broke all. The LORD's 
Wrath hereon being afreſh intimated againſt me, as it was 
againft them on that Occaſion. 2. Not only upon 
ſuch Breaches met I with new Challenges, but old ones 
were reviv'd; and by this ] found former Accompts fill 
to be ſtanding againſt me, which fill'd me with Con- 
fuſion and Jealouſies of theſe Ways. For though thou 
waſh thee with Nitre, and take thee much Sope, yet thins 


Iniguitie is marked before me, ſaith the LORD. 3.,The 
LORD infinuated ſome Diſcoveries of the Treachery of 
my Engagements; let me fee how my Heart was not 


found, and how there were ſecret Reſerves in my En- 
gagements for ſome Sins from which my Heart was not 
divorced ; though yet I remember, thar at the Time 
I] made thoſe Engagements, when my Heart put in for 
ſparing theſe, my Light forc'd me, as it were for the pre- 
ſent, though not without Reluctancy, to give them up, 
at leaft in Words; but really Ii did nat do it. Now 
the LORD gave ſome Intimations of this Heart-trea- 
chery, which when further diſcovered by the Event,my 
Covenant could not quiet me about : They have well 
ſpoken all that they have ſaid.

ſtraints, and then like Waters damm'd in, they became 
more violent and troubleſom, and at length bore down 
all that I had ſer in their Way - By theſe Means the 
LORD let me ſee the Fruitleſneſs and Vanity of this 
Covenant, which however ſpecious like, was indeed 
but a Covenant with Death And by the Diſcovery 
I was put into the utmoft Confuſion, while the Evil, I 
thought I was provided againſt, came upon me - From 
the Time that it goeth forth it ſhall take you for Morning

J), Notwithftanding the felt Vanity of theſe legal, 
ſelfin, antievangelical Courſes, I ftill cleaved to them: 

The Peace I loft by breaking, I ftill endea- 
voured to recover by renewing'my Covenant, trufting 
to a Heart that had often deceived me. Thus I wearied 
my ſelf in the Greatneſs of my Way, and laboured in 
the Fire.
